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are applicable to specific material types (i.e., aluminum, glass, PET plastic, and HDPE 
plastic).  
 
A program may use an individual commingled rate for one or more material types and 
a statewide commingled rate for another.  All curbside, dropoff or collection and 
community service programs not listed on Attachment 3 will continue to receive CRV 
at the statewide average refund value per commingled pound rates for all material 
types, until further notice. 
 
Pursuant to PRC Section 14585(a)(3), relating to handling fees, any CRV beverage 
container with a capacity of 24 fluid ounces or more “shall be considered as two beverage 
containers for the purposes of determining the eligibility percentage, any handling fee 
calculations, and payments.”  Therefore, in addition to the statewide average containers 
per segregated pound rates listed in Attachment 1, the number of containers per pound 
used by the Department of Conservation (Department) exclusively to convert redemption 
weights reported on Handling Fee Applications (DR-14) to container counts have been 
updated and are listed below.
